Construction of a radio and television research institute was begun in 
Berlin-Adlershof in May 1950. The construction order and funds came from 
the East Berlin Radio Administration and it is believed that the funds 
ultimately came from the DDR Government's Office of Information or Propa- 
ganda Ministry under Gerhard Eisler, The full name of the institute is 
Zentralinstitut der Generalintendanz des Berliner Rundfunks. 


The institute consists of two research sections, one on radio technics and 
the other on television: | 


a. Radio research section. Completed and fully equipped, this section 
is engaged mainly in research on magnetophones , and particularly on the 
so-called "Kopier-Effekt". Work started about two months ago (early 
June 1951), under the leadership of Herr Stier, a former Telefunken tech~ 
nician who lives in Berlin-Zehlendorf. 5 


b. Television research section. Although the building for this section 
has been completed, it is not yet equipped, and work is being carried 
on in emergency barracks. The television research 1s scheduled along 
two lines: 


1) The establishment of a television studio equipped with transmitter. 


“9) ‘The operation of a research laboratory for the study of all tecinical 
problems connected with television. 


So far as ig known, the Central Planning Commission has not yet assigned 
specific research tasks to this section. 


(Pnu- Augustin, formerly with the wartime television transmitter in Berlin, 
heads a staff of about eipht scientists and technicians in this section. 
Two of these,(fnu)Guenther and(fnu)Schau, belong to that group of about 
20 television technicians who were formerly with the Fernsch AG* and who 
later were shipped to Leningrad for work with the Leningrad Television 
Institute and then returned to Germany at the end of December 1950. 
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3.0 Some time ago difficulties arose because of improper planning for the new 
Adlershof Institute. It was discovered that both the East Berlin Radio 
Administration and the Propaganda Ministry were utterly unable to manage 
the television research section, To meet the situation, the technical 
budget and direction of the technical work of this section were placed under 
the authority of the Central Planning Commission, while the entire Institute 
remains under the direction of the East Berlin Radio Administration.
